Claims 1-6 are withdrawn from further consideration. Upon further inspection, the claims of 
Group II, i.e. claims 8-17, are found to require further restriction as follows: 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 8-15, drawn to methods of treating neoplasia or neoplastic cells comprising 
administering immunotoxin, classified in class 424, subclass 183.1. 

II. Claims 16 and 17, drawn to a method of purging bone marrow of cancer cells, 
classified in class 424, subclass 140.1. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. The inventions of Groups I, claims 8-15; and II, claims 16 and 17 are drawn to entirely 
different methods having different method steps and resulting in different outcomes. A search and 
consideration of the two different method is non-cohesive, one method involving removal of 
tissue, purging, and reinfusion which is not necessary to be considered for the method of Group I 
which involves simply administering an immunotoxin. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is
